This matter comes before the Public Service Commission of South Carolina (the

Commission) on the request of the South Carolina Tariff Bureau (SCTB) to continue the

fuel surcharge for moves over 30 miles at 12'/o until November 15, 2005. This Order

would be made effective nunc pro tune as of October 15, 2005. We originally approved

the fuel charge rollback in Order No. 2005-530, and clarified it in Order No. 2005-561.

Specifically, SCTB wishes to continue the roll back of the fuel surcharge to 12/o

for moves over 30 miles until the next fuel surcharge change, which will be effective

November 15, 2005. The SCTB cites concerns that the consumer may be unjustly

charged a higher surcharge during the period now that diesel fuel prices are subsiding.

Based on the information from the South Carolina Tariff Bureau, we hereby grant

the request of SCTB to continue the fuel surcharge for moves over 30 miles at 12'/o until

November 15, 2005. These rates are hereby declared effective nunc pro tune as of

October 15, 2005.
